This or- 
ganization gives delegates to the 
convention an opportunity to hear 
men nationally known in their pro- 
fession, to increase their practical 
knowledge of journalistic work, 
and to share their publishing ex- 
periences with scholastic journal- 
ists from other parts of the south.

A HIDDEN INFLUENCE 


We all admit that a job half done is often worse than no job at 
all. And most of us here will admit that not a few of us are guilty 
of performing many of our duties in that haphazard fashion. In 
moments of self inspection, we may wonder what has caused us to 
form this half-way attitude toward everything. In most cases the so- 
lution is quite simple. It may even be the little matter of attention 
to personal appearance—or the lack of same. 

Suppose we discuss this a little further. Perhaps you label our 
contention nonsense, and declare to the whole wide world that you 
just don’t naturally give a hang. Well, maybe, but we don’t think 
so. Let’s take up this personal appearance business. There is a ca- 
det in this school who once was the most discontented boy here. Peri- 
odically he called home, in an attempt to persaude his parents that 
he would be better off at home. It seems that this cadet had an unu- 
sually heavy beard, though he shaved it at least every other day. But 
he shaved at night, and by recess the next morning it had again be- 
come noticeable.

Laurence Oliver's ‘“‘Hamlet” will be 
playing in Staunton.

The 
old English has been substituted 
in several instances for modern 
phrases and all unnecessary parts 
have been ommitted from the pic- 
ture. aurence Olivier has already 
received the Look Award for the 
Best Acting of the Year, and has 
been nominated for the Academy 
Award.

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Aviation News 
By Frank Conley 


The other day, while glancing 
through one of the leading avia- 
tion magazines, I noticed some- 
thing that might interest some 
of you “Johnny Rebs”. There is 
now within the borders of the 
Confederacy a “Confederate Air 
Force’. This is an organization of 
private pilots with strictly peace- 
ful intentions. With “J. Strom 
Thurmon Ragsdale” on the loose, 
its hard to say just how long it 
will stay that way. 

Recently quite a few people 
have been asking me about flight 
training and just what it consists 
of. In this issue I will give you an 
idea what to expect in the first 
phase of training. 

There are no age requirements 
for taking dual instruction. But it 
is not deemed too advisable to 
start until the age of fifteen, since 
present regulations require a stu- 
dent to be sixteen years old before 
soloing. There is no_ specified 
amount of dual required before so- 
loing. The average person usually 
solos after eight hours. 

The first thing you will learn is 
what makes an airplane tick. You 
will learn how to pre-flight an air- 
plane and how the various instru- 
ments and controls will react in 
flight. Then the student goes aloft 
with an instructor and gets the 
feel of the controls. The fledgling 
will learn how to do turns, banks 
and will get a lot of coordination 
exercises, which are important. 
Coordination of the rudder pedals 
and the stick is a prime factor in 
flying. If the two are not coordi- 
nated properly, a spin will be the 
result. Then comes the rectangu- 
lar course. This consists of flying 
a rectangular pattern at five hun- 
dred feet around a rectangular 
field. This shows the student how 
to make up for wind drift. Since 
the airplane flys a straight course 
on each side of the rectangle, the 
student has to make a new drift 
correction for each change in 
course. Landings and takeoffs are 
practiced intermittently while this 
first phase of training is taking 
place. Good landings are import- 
ant as the fledging will soon find 
out. A good landing is the sign of 
a good pilot. After about eight 
hours of instruction the big mo- 
ment comes. You take this won- 
derful machine up into the sky for 
the first time by yourself. Just 
you, the sky and an airplane. That 
first solo is a big moment in the 
life of any flyer. It is something 
one never forgets. But don’t get 
the idea you’re a “hot rock” yet, 
because there is still a lot more 
training to go through. So ends 
the first phase of training known 
as primary. 

In the next issue we will take 
up the Basic phase of training.
